I haven’t seen a picture of 
Eddie Fisher since the days of 
the Taytor-Burton-Fisher 
imbroglio. He looks rather like 
Jack Benny; on the Esquire 
cover anyway. 

What Esquire is offering for 
June, along with the funny art 
work, is an article titled “The 
Manchester Papers” by John 
Corry. Mr. Corry is a reporter 
who covered the Manchester- 
Kennedy-Look-Harper fracas for 
The New York Times. The 
Esquire piece is, I take it, a 
condensation of a book Corry 
has written on the troubles 
Manchester had writing “The 
Death of a President.” 

(Or maybe this is Corry’s 
book, complete. There’s 
certainly more than enough here 
for me.) 

Along with Corry’s “The 
Manchester Papers,” Esquire 
offers “The Coriy Papers” by 
Gay Talese. This is an account 
of the nervous time Corry had 


s is only a book about a book. 
Reading about all those editorial 
conferences and all those 
memos from the advance 
readers on the Kennedy side 
(Pam and Arthur and Ed and 
John and Richard) r e q u i r e s 
almost as much .concentration 
as it takes to keep all the 
Kennedy assassination theories 
straight. Then too, it’s hard to 
decide whether Mr. Corry i s 
telling us anything new here, or 
whether we’ve read this or that 
hauntingly familiar item before. 
(Possibly in Manchester’s report 
in Look on the awful time he 
had writing his book.) 

There’s one detail that seems 
fresh. Talese reports that 
Manchester wanted an interview 
he gave to The Times to be put 
on tape, with Manchester 
retaining the right to edit it. At 
least, that’s what Talese says i 
Manchester told Corry. 

I would advise free-lance 
magazine writers not to bother 
calling Talese with offers to 
write a . piece on the terrible 
time he had writing his piece on 
the trauma suffered by Corry 
while Cony was writing about 
the martyrdom endured by 
Manchester. It is my hunch that 
Esquire has already 
commissioned Talese to do the 
job himself. .. v
